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This bibliography on issues relating to the elderly includes mostly catalogued 
(current) Statistics Canada publications. Census materials have not been 
included as there are too many to mention here. Information from the 1981 
Census by age groups includes living arrangements, quality and cost of housing, 
marital status, mobility, citizenship, ethnicity, immigration, language, 
education, economic activity and income. 


The Census Division of Statistics Canada operates a Pension Search Service for 
those without proof of age who want to claim their pensions. Past Census records 
are searched to offer proof of age if the Division is provided with information of 
residence in past years. Application forms are available from any of Statistics 
Canada's Regional Offices.
